Quarles issued this statement: 

“Due to a human error, the 
recent thermonuclear ‘bomb 
dropped by a B-52 aircraft at 
Bikini exploded somewhat less 
than ‘four miles short of the 
planned position. 

“The error was inthe 
manipulation of the bombing 
equipmenteand did not involve 
malfunction of the aircraft or 
any of the equipment which it 
carried. 

“While the error was consid- 
erably more than normally ex- 
pected, it was not greal enough 
to have a serious eifect on ihe 
success of the experiment.” 

The miss had been known for 
some time After the Hono- 
Julu Star-Bulletin said yester- 
day it was as great as seven 
miles the Government decided 
to make the statement. 

At Castle Air Force Base, 
Calif., the Air Force's informa- 
tion chief, Brig. Gen. Robert 
Lee Scott, told reporters the 
miss was about two miles. 
Scott's remarks preceded the 
official decision here to talk 
about the error. 

It was explained at the 
Pentagon that Scott's two-mile 
estimate was based on a pre- 
liminary sei of calculations 
Subsequent figures produced a 
figure of “somewhat less than 
four miles,” it was said. 

One Estimate 3.7 Miles. 

It was learned unofficially 
that one calculation put the 
miss at 3.7 miles. That would 
not have been enough to 
jeopardize the safety of other 
planes in the test array on shot 
day but it would throw off at 
least some of the instrumental 
data gathered by cameras and 
various heat, light, blast and 
radiation gauges. 

The aiming point was a 300- 
yard bullseke on Bikini’s Namu 
ISland. Quarles said the bomb 
fell “short of the planned po- 
sition,” indicating it went off 
in the air on the lagoon side 
of the target island. 

Presumably it went off at the 
cdesiréd eign; uno¢ricrany re- 
ported to be 10,000 feet. 

It was said at the Pentagon 
that though the-error was a 
“human” one, there would be 
no disciplining of members of 
tthe drop plane's crew 

Gen. Scott, in his earlier ex- 
planation, said a “memory 
switch,” a device used in cor- 
recting an aircraft's wind drift, 
apparently was not turned off 
when it should have been.”

Preparations for a last-ditch 
fight against the city’s off- 
street parking program were 
being made today by operators 
of commercial garages and 
parking lots 

A showdown may come next 
Friday when the aldermanic 
zoning committee conducts 
public hearing on the proposal 
to build two municipal garages 
in downtown St. Louis. This 
will be followed on June 29 
by a hearing on the proposal 
to develop a municipal parking 
lot in the Baden’ shopping 
district. 

The commercial operators, 
who have blocked the municipal 
program for years, realize that 
their fight finally. may be lost 
in these hearings, and are de- 
termined to make the strongest 
possible showing in opposition. 

Shortage Denied. 

They will present data de- 
signed to show that there {is 
no real shortage of parking 
space in 
now, and will insist that private 
enterprise can meet all the 
needs if only the threat of 
municipal competition is elimi- 
nated. 

The zoning committee is con- 
sidering bills authorizing the 
city to condemn property need- 
ed for proposed municipal fa- 
cilities. In scheduling the pub- 
lic hearings, Chairman James 
W. Noonan announced vester- 
day that the committee will tour 
the downtown area Thursday. 

The Aldermen will inspect 
the sites designated for the pro- 
posed garages, and the commer- 
cial operators hope to impress 
them with the amount of pri- 
vate parking space already 
available. 

One of the proposed garages 
would cover the entire block 
bounded by Broadway and 
Chestnut, Pine and Sixth 
streets. The other would take 
up most of the block bounded 
by Eighth and Ninth streets, 
Delmar boulevard and 
avenue. The Baden parking 
lot would be located on Bitt- 
ner street near North Broadway. 

Alderman Archie Blaine of 
the Sixth Ward introduced 
bills to condemn land for the 
downtown garages, but at the 
same time announced that he 
questioned whether the munici- 
pal parking facilities would be 
in the best interests of small 
business men 

Fight to Be Renewed. 

Time and again the city has 
sought enabling legislation 
needed to facilitate its parking 
program, but the commercial 
parking interests always man- 
aged to defeat the St. Louis 
bills. When the State Legisla- 
ture meets next January, the 
city wil] renew its fight for au- 
thority to do two things 

1. Pledge future receipts 
from parking meters for re- 
tirement of revenue bonds is- 
sued to finance construction 
of municipal garages and 
parking lots 

2,.Condemn_ residential 
property needed for develop- 
ment of off-street parking in 
neighborhood shopping cen- 
ters. 

The commercial operators 
employed J. E. Taylor, former 
state attorney general, to pre- 
sent their opposition in the last 
session. Although handicapped 
without this legislation, the city 
is making a start on its program 
by drafting plans for the two 
downtown garages and the park- 
ing lot in Baden

Shoulders returned to St. Louis 
early today after completing a 
three-year prison ,sentence for 
perjury in the Greenlease ran- 
som case 

He and his wife, the former 
June Marie George, are regis- 
tered at the Convent Gardens 


Apartments, 4497 Pershing ave- 


nue. Mrs. Shoulders told the 
Post-Dispatch the ambulance 
trip was tiring for her husband, 
who was placed under the care 
of his physician on arrival. She 
added he would not see re- 
porters. - 

He was sentenced May 
1954, at Kansas City and served 
his full sentence, with time off 
for good behavior. 

Shoulders, who suffered a 
coronary occlusion several 
months ago, and had been a bed 
patient, left the United States 
Medical Center at Springfield, 
Mo., last night in a private 
ambulance, with his wife and a 
prison guard 

He was released from the 
prison about three hours before 
the expiration of his sentence 
and was technically in the cus- 
tody of the guard until mid- 
night 

The ambulance left the prison 
by a rear exit to avoid waiting 
newspaper reporters and pho- 
tographers. ‘ 

Associate Warden E. J. Lloyd 
explained today that the for- 
mer prisoner's condition is still 
serious and officials wished to 
avoid any situation that might 
endanger his health while he 
was still in their custody. Shoul- 
ders had indicated he did not 
wish to talk with reporters, 
Lloyd added 

Lloyd said Shoulders 
taken to.the ambulance in a 
wheelchair, attired in pajamas 
that Mrs. Shoulders provided. 
He thanked Lloyd and the other 
officials for their treatment and 
said farewell before being 
placed on a stretcher in the 
air-conditioned ambulance 

Model Prisoner. 

Asked if the 57-year-old for- 
mer police officer had been a 
model prisoner, Lloyd replied, 
“He couldn't have been any 
better.’ The associate warden 
indicated that Shoulders had 
impressed prison officials with 
his conduct 

Shoulders entered the prison 
July 16, 1954. When physically 
able he was assigned to the 
power plant as a clerk-mes- 
senger and slept in a large 
dormitory called “the camp.” 

Prior te entering the prison 
he suffered a stroke in the 
Jackson county jail and spent 
time in a hospital room after 
his arrival at Springfield. Fol- 
lowing the heart attack, Shoul- 
ders was placed in the same 
hospital room he had occupied 
previously. He was moved to 
another section of the hospital 
after expressing fear he would 
die in the room 

Shoulders, a controversial fig- 
ure in police circles, reached 
the peak of his career in Oc- 
tober 1953. when he and his 
riding partner, Patrolman El- 
mer Dolan, arrested Carl Austin 
Hall, kidnap-killer of Bobby 
Greenlease, son of a wealthy 
Kansas City automobile dealer 

Shoulders was hailed as a 
hero and appeared headed for 
promotion but his fame was 
short-lived after it was learned 
that more than half of the 
$600,000 ransom Hall received 
was missing. He resigned from 
the police department three 
_ weeks later 

Convicted of Perjury. 

Both Shoulders and Dolan

jury at Kansas City and subse- 
quently were convicted of lying 
about their handling of the 
Greenlease ransom 

Dolan was sentenced 
years in prison, serving 
months in a federal 
tory from which he 
leased last December. 

Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation interviewed 
Shoulders and Dolan in prison 
and still are actively searching 
for the missing portion of the 
ransom. 

Hall, before his execution at 
Jefferson City with his asso- 
ciate. Mrs Bonnie Brown 
Heady, insisted the ransom was 
virtually intact when Shoulders 
arrested him, following a tip 
from a taxicab driver, John 
Hager 

Brought here from prison in 
April. 1955, Shoulders refused 
to testify before a _ federal 
grand jury investigating the 
missing ransom. Subsequently 
two pleas for parole were re- 
jected 

Officials at the Medical Cen- 
ter said Shoulders has been 
advised to live quietly because 
of his heart condition.

Attorney Genera] Herbert 
Jr., Brownell announcing the 
action yesterday, said it was 
taken to assure that the Execu- 
tive branch “complies fully” 
with a Supreme Court decision 
of last Monday. 

However, Senator Olin D 
Johnston (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, said he regarded it as “an 
admission by the Eisenhower 
Administration of its hoax num- 
bers racket and a feeble at- 
tempt to correct the hundreds 
of injustices it brought about.” 

Supreme Court Ruling. 

The Supreme Court in a 6-to- 
3 decision Monday ruled in ef- 
fect that the Government may 
not summarily dismiss on se- 
curity grounds workers whose 
jobs are not directly concerned 
with national security. The rul- 
ing did not affect application of 
the program to sensitive jobs 

Brownell announced that the 
security program was being 
suspended pending furthe; 
study in so far as it related to 
the removal of employes in non- 
sensitive jObs 

He said also any employe in 
non-sensitive jobs who now are 
under suspension are to be re- 
stored to duty immediately. He 
Said there are 17 of these. Their 
names were not disclosed 

Senator Norris Cotton (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, said the resto- 
ration of these suspended em- 
ployes makes “even more im- 
perative” the prompt enactment 
of legislation to make the se- 

curity program applicable to 
all government employes. 

Johnston; chairman of a Sen- 
ate Civil Service subcommittee 
which has conducted a long in- 
vestigation of the employe se- 
curity program, has frequently 
accused the Administration of 
making a political “numbers 
racket” out of the number of 
employes it said were ousted 
as security risks. 

He said he was “glad to see 
the Attorney General at long 
last has admitted the Eisen- 
hower Administration had over- 
stepped its authority in reck- 
lessly charging innocent Amer- 
icans with being security risks 
and has ordered them restored 
to their jobs.” 

Other Bilis tntroduced. 

Cotton is one of the sponsors 
of a bill introduced by Senator 
Kar! E. Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota to nullify the effect of 
the Supreme Court's decision. 
Similar bills have been intro- 
ductd by Senators James O 
Eastland ‘Dem.), Mississippi and 
Joseph R. McCarthy (‘Rep.), 
Wisconsin, and in the House by 
Representative Francis Walter 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania. 

Eastland, who heads the Judi- 
ciary Committee, to which the 
Senate bills have been referred, 
has said he would press for 
prompt action, adding “it would 
be hard to imagine a deadlier 
blow to the security of our 
country” than the court's action 

Mundt, in a separate inter- 
view, agreed with Cotton that 
passage of such legislation is 
more necessary than ever as a 
result of the action which he 
said the Administration was 
compelled to take to comply 
with the court decisior 

“The fact that the Federal

ington verged on the tragic. He came to get 
White House help in braking the decline of his 
influence in Germany and in Europe. A 10-min- 
ute hospital visit. with President Eisenhower 
hardly was enough. Nor was there very much 
help in another joint statement with Secretary 
of State Dulles calling on Russia to sanction 
German reunification. : 
. Especially since Americans like John J. Me- 
Cloy, former United States High Commissioner 
in Bonn, have been suggesting that West Ger- 
many may have to renounce its clai¥® to lost 
territories, few West Germans can be happy 
about Dr. Adenauer’s mission. 


They sincerely supported the Chancellor and 
his pro-Western policy when he came to power 
a decade ago. They voted overwhelmingly for 
him, his partisans and his measures. Germans 
were enthusfastic for a United Europe in a 
united West. They believed with Adenauer—and 
Washington—that strength through unity would 
compel the Russians to give up East Germany. 


But although the State Department some- 
times seems unaware of it, things have changed 
in Germany. Today Dr. Adenauer is a minority 
chancellor. His coalition has fallen apart. There 
is disagreement in his own party. Not since the 
1953 general election have his Christian Demo- 
crats been able: to maintain their position in a 
state election. And they are given little chance 
in next year’s national elections.

This is significant for the United States. Not 
only because—as New York Times Correspond- 
ent M. S. Handler says—we regarded Bonn as

It “does not make sense”. for us to send arms 
to European allies if they send strategic goods 
to China. So said Senator McClellan after Brit- 
ain’s announcement that her colonies are being 
allowed to sell more rubber in that big Asian 
market. But one may ask whether it made sense 
for Senatcr MeClellan to talk that way. Britain 
is fully within the terms of the agreement cover- 
ing this commerce, a fact recognized earlier 
when the House Foreign Affairs Committee 
killed an amendment aimed at such trade. e 

There are sound reasons for deploring the ship- 
ment of strategic materials beyond the Iron Cur- 
tain, but there are even better reasons for not 
dictating to our allies what they may and may 
not sell. Some confidence must be placed in 
their discretion and some regard must be shown 
for their economic problems... The United States 
cannot act as the “boss” of the Western alliance, 
using aid funds—or the threat to cut them off— 
to force its desires on others. Such a lack of re- 
spect for the freedom of actian of a solid ally 
like Britain could do more than any Communist 
effort to weaken Western unity. 

In this instance a good bit of the fault lies in 
Washington. As the British have pointed out, an 
agreement was reached by President Eisenhower 
and Prime Minister Eden last February to re- 
view the trade restrictions accepted by the so- 
called China Trade Committee. But the State 
Department has let this drag despite appeals 
from other governments. In effect, we have ig- 
nored our chance’ to have a voice as to what is to 
be sold to the Chinese. This is important since 
other nations, including Japan, France and Bel- 
gium, also are pressing for revision of the trade 
restrictions. . 

Britain declares that the new trading policy 


« 


will apply only to exports which in her opinion 
will not contribute to China’s military strength, 
and indicates that she is still seeking general 
allied. agreement for a formal relaxation of the 
China embargo. 

The time is fast approaching when the United 
States must face this issue. We cannot both 
have peace and indefinitely enforce embargos 
appropriate to war. It is better to make the 
necessary adjustments by allied agreement than 
to try to dictate policies which would be dis- 


,ruptive of good relations with our allies. 
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The Administration Obeys the Law 
In compliance with Monday's Supreme Court 
decision, Attorney General Brownell is order- 
ing federal agencies to stop application of the 
security system to employes In “non-sensitive” 
jobs. Further, at least 17 presently suspended 
persons are to be called back to duty at once. 
What will be done about those already dis- 
charged through misapplication of the law ap- 
parently has not yet been decided. ; 

The Department of Justice and the Admin- 
istration are to be complimented on this speedy 
compliance with the Court's decision. This 
should have a salutary influence on those con- 
gressional hot-heads who want to hobble the 
courts because a few cases have been decided 
according to the law rather than according to 
their predilections and prejudices. 

It is much more important, however, that the 
Court's decision and the Administration's com- 
pliance should mark the return of a more ra- 
tional atmosphere to the federal service. Sensi- 
ble application of the seeurity order should 
mean no.relaxation of vigilance over positions 
especially subject to the risks of espionage and 
sabotage. 

It should mean an end to investigative harass- 
ment and threats to the livelihoods of about 
half of the Government's employes. It should 
also lead to an appraisal of the real position of 
the remainder. How many of these actually are 
in so-called “sensitive” positions or are subject 
to security procedures because some 
work is done in their departments’?

absolutely essential virtue in 
but Chief Warren 
pointed out that it has been carried so far that 
millions of persons in private employment have 
becorhe subject to surveillance only - because 
their employers have a federal contract. 

Excessive emphasis on security where {ft {is 
not. needed can lead to the creation of a vested 
interest in the investigation of citizens. The 
Attorney General's order seems to be a welcome 
step toward a long overdue appraisal of the 
whole question, which can help restore a proper 
balance between the real needs of security and 
regard for traditional American liberties.

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Let the Law Take Its Course 

Police have apprehended several young men 
suspected of the beating of Marvin Noelken, 
1623A Knapp street. He was dragged from his 
automobile the other night, kicked, punched 
and clubbed with a cane.

The community also is likely to feel more 
than a little ire where Mr. Noelken’s. assailants 
are concerned. Violent assault on a person is a 
terrible thing and it could happen to anyone 
Bul the law recognizes this and provides stiff 
penalties. The suspects are not juveniles. They 
will be dealt with as adults under the criminal 
code. If they are guilty, that fact will be deter- 
mined in a court of law and their punishment 
fixed in atcordante with the statutes. The sus- 
pects are in custody. Let the law take its course 
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Paniwozik’s the Name 
George G. Paniwozik, of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
deserves the sympathy of all, and a new name. 
Mr. Paniwozik, as it is necessary to call him 
meanwhile, says his name prevents him from 


keeping a job. He explains that employers 
cannot spell his name, pronounceit, or even 
remember it.

Scouting the ‘County’ Offices 

The St. Louis charter freeholders are gingerly 
scouting the lush political terrain that cansti- 
tutes the city’s so-called “county” offices. Fine! 
That is where the. patronage lies, and patronage 
is at the bottom of the vehement political oppo- 
Sition to charter reform 

As a starter the freeholders have authorized 
their chairman, George L. Stemmler, to consult 
with outside attorneys. He is to see whether a 
test suit should be filed to determine if the new 
charter can deal with the city’s county func- 
tions as well as those that are clearly municipal. 

The Missouri Constitution recognizes St. Louis 
as both a city and a county and equips it with 
two layers of government. The 1949-50 freehold- 
ers, on the basis of an opinion from paid coun- 
sel, one of whom was Mr. Stemmler, asserted 
budgetary control over the county layer, for 
which the municipality pays the bills. But that 
charter was defeated and the question has never 
been passed on by the courts. 


It would be wonderful if a suit could settle 
this question quickly and finally, and perhaps 
it will. On the other hand, it is possible that 
the freeholders may have to tackle the county 
officers in an atmosphere not entirely free from 
doubt. That could pose problems, but it should 
not prevent the board from moving ahead. 


If the freeholders are to provide St. Louisans 
with a framework for sound and efficient local 
government they almost have to integrate the 
city and county layers. It is good that they have 
begun to look over the ground.

The soil-bank plan was to pay 
farmers for reducing crops that flour- 
ished, not to indemnify them for crops 
that failed. 

But then the soil-bank scheme began 
to manifest twitches of .< ym 
life. As Mr. True D. Morse, Under Sec- 
retary of Agriculture put it, “We did 
not know as much about the law (when 


Mr. Benson first spoke’ as we know 
nbw.” Besides, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment “wants to move along with the 


spirit of the law as well as the letter 
of the law.” 

So last week-end Mr. Benson an- 
nounced that he had changed his mind 
and drouth sufferers might collect soil- 
bank subsidies on their ruined crops 
With a gravelly grinding of gears and 
a clanging of its brazen arms the soil 
bank monster is beginning to run Mr.

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Soldiers who died in battle 2172 years 
ago are about to receive a belated burial 
eight miles from the Italian town of 
Barletta, looking out on the lower 
Adriatic sea. 

On Aug. 2, 216 B.C., Roman Consuls 
Varo and Paulus Emilius thought they 
had the wily Hannibal trapped at Can- 
nae, where he had set up camp algng 
the Ofanto river with his back to the 
sea. The astute Carthaginian accepted 
the challenge and, hiding some crack 
Lybian reserves on his right and left, 
let the attacking Romans push his cen- 
ter seaward. He then unleashed his 
Lybians in a giant pincer maneuver— 
(later rediscovered by every great gen- 
eral in history). ; 

Numidian cavalry, which he had sent 
around to attack the cocksure Romans 


from the rear, closed the deal. Twenty- 
five thousand of Rome's proudest fell 
by the knife, and Hannibal got a new 
lease on southern Italy. 

The big sepulcher at Cannae is now 


to be enlarged and renovated to harbor - 
the many bones still being dug out of- 


the dry Apulian soil. At the same time 
the little local museum will be spruced 
up and enriched with weapons- coming 
to light in the surrounding country, 
which is getting a deep plow treatment 
as part of a land reclamation program.

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Formula for the U.S.S.R. 
MOSCOW WAS MY PARISH. by Rev. Georges Bis- 

sonette, A.A. (McGraw-Hill, 272 pgs., $3.95.) 

The experiences of any American al- 
lowed to travel with relative freedom 
through the Soviet Union are bound 
to be of some interest. When the 
traveler is a Catholic priest serving as 
Apostolic Administrator in Moscow who 
had previously been trained as a Soviet 
affairs specialist that interest is in- 
creased. Father Bissonette has not let 
us down and “Moscow Was My Parish” 
is a lively account of his two-year stay 
in Russia and its value is enhanced by 
his shrewd and at times sympathetic 
observations of life in the U.S.S.R 

The first graduate 6f Fordham Uni- 
versity’s Institute of Contemporary 
Russian Studies, Father Bissonette took 
special language 
work at George- 
town and arrived 
in Moscow early in 
1953. His parochial 
duties were ex- 
tremely varied and 
unconventional be- 
cause of the diplo- 
matic setting of his 
ministry. “I not 


only learned how 
to balance a Mar- 
tini glass. while 


lichting a woman's 


cigarette but  be- 
Re E atte . came one of the 
most. sought after 


Martini mixers in 
he tells us 

“I learned to exchange banalities for 
hours on end, whereas formerly a 20- 
minute conversation with no apparent 
purpose would ve been almost un- 
bearable. Soon,* too, bridge had very 
few secrets for me and I came to know 
quite a bit about music. These extra- 
curricular activities would have suited 
the ministry of a priest nowhere else 
in the world. But for Moscow they 
were the perfect formula.” 

In addition, he found himself cast 
in the role of morale booster for the 
American marines stationed in Moscow, 

But Father Bissonette did not con- 
fine himself to the Moscow Stage and 
he managed to make three lengthy 
trips into the Ukraine, the Caucasus, 
and through Soviet Central Asia. His 
descriptions of living conditions, red 
tape, architecture, the theatre, and re- 
ligious life make easy reading and give 
a picture of Soviet society which belies 
the monolithic structure so frequently 
reported. 

Father Bissonette’s remarks on re- 
ligion (Orthodox, Muslim, etc.) indicate 
that it is still a vital force in the lives 
of Soviet citizens. The-~continual at- 
tempts at repression, he finds, only sub- 
Stantiate this knowledge for if religion 
were rot still taken seriously, why 
would the Government and party per- 
sist in attempting to suppress and dis- 
credit it? But he notes that the Com- 
munists cannot go too far in these at- 
tempts without inviting retaliation in 
the form of work slowdowns. Thus the 
continual vacillations in policy. 

“Moscow Was My Parish” is an im- 
portant account of personal experiences 
in the Soviet Union. Completely devoid 
of scholarly appendages, it is a well- 
written and easily read book which will 
give the general reader ‘and perhaps 
the Soviet specialist, too) a good pic- 
ture of Soviet life, an interesting ac- 
count of Central Asia, and a balanced 
appraisal of religion in the Soviet

STOCKS RESTORE ALL 
LOSSES, GAIN MORE 


Market Is Inspired by- Pres- 
ident’s Rapid Recovery 
From -the Operation.

NEW YORK, June 16 (UP)— 
Stocks, inspired by President 
Eisenhower's rapid recovery 
from an operation last week, re- 
stored all the losses his illness 
caused and kept right on going 
up. In-the first three sessions 
of the week all the losses of the 
preceding Friday had been 
more than made up. On Thurs- 
day there was a slight reaction 
in all but the rail group and on 
Friday small gains finished the 
week. The market's perform- 
ance was seen as highly satis- 
factory to the experts who now 
are predicting. a summer rally 
in line with the tradition of the 
financial district 

At the close of the week. the 
industrial stocks. registered 
their best weekly gain since 
Feb. 3 and rails since Nov. 21, 
1955. Trading, however, fell 
each day and the daily average 
of 1,774,978 shares was the 
smallest since the week ended 
Oct. 21, 1955. The Dow-Jones 
industrial average closed at 
485.91, up 10.62 points, against 
a loss last week of 5.34 points 
rose to 166.80, up 4.77 
points against a loss of 2.83 in 
the previous week Utilities 
closed at 66.32, up 1.11 against 
a loss the week before of 0.27 
point.
